Considered to be one of Los Angeles' most recognized 
historic treasures, Angels Flight will once again delight 
riders after almost four years of dormancy. 

Originally constructed in 1901, the 116 year old funicular 
is the world's shortest, but has given more than 100 
million rides along its 298 foot hillside track. The cars, 
named Olivet and Sinai, originally carried riders up and 
down the slope between Hill and Olive until 1969 when it 
was dismantled as a response to urban renewal. 

It was not until the early 1990s when it was refurbished 
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and relocated a half-block south to its current spot 
adjacent to California Plaza. Safety issues closed Angels 
flight for nearly a decade in 2001, and once again in 2013. 
In March, it was announced that Angels Flight, now on the 
National Register of Historic Places, will re-open to the 
public by labor day with full-scale modernization and 
safety upgrades that are to be maintained for the next 30 
years. The effort was led by the office of Mayor Eric 
Garcetti, with the support of Councilmember Jose Huizar. 
The Historic Core BID is thrilled about the re-opening of 
Angels Flight, and commends the City, California Public 
Utilities Commission, Angels Flight Railway Foundation, 
ACS Group, and Sener Engineering for this achievement.
